In response to the COVID 19 national emergency, the Georgia Department of Community Health
(DCH) is providing billing guidance to Hospitals and Physicians who are providing treatment and
services at alternative off campus overflow locations.

DCH is utilizing Place of Service (POS) code 16 along with the following billing guidance to identify
services delivered in an alternative off campus setting. This guidance applies specifically to
services rendered in an off campus alternative overflow location (e.g., Georgia World Congress
Center or other identified overflow locations).

Place of Service (POS) code 16 is a short-term solution to be utilized during the COVID-19
emergency when a patient receives care in a location that is otherwise not identified by any other
POS code. Please note that Place of Service (POS) code 16 may NOT be utilized on a UB04 claim
form. As noted below, Place of Service (POS) code 16 MUST be utilized in conjunction with a
professional claim for services rendered in an off campus alternative setting.
